The 
convention was well 
attended by members from many 
cities both far and near. 

The sessions of the convention 
were opened by an address by 
Mayor O’Hara of Worcester, a re- 
sponse was made by Mr. Frank E. 
Wood, president of the Worcester 
Stamp Club. Postmaster James 
Healy then extended greetings to 
the society and a response was 
made by Major Guy W. A. Camp. 
The formal opening of the business 
session followed, with reports of 
officers and elections and appoint- 
ment of committees. 

Paul W. Savage of Worcester 
and Helen Hussey of Cincinnati 
were elected as Directors at Large. 
There was no contest for any of 
the other offices. The Stamp Col- 
lectors Monthly which has_ been 
the Official Organ of the Society 
for several years past was elected 
for the ensuing year by a vote of 
443 to 374 in favor of Linn’s 
Weekly. 


The vote cast was one of the 
largest in the history of the So- 
ciety and was undoubtedly brought 
out by the contest for O. O. and 
Directors at Large. This situation 
while it may be deplored by some 
members is unquestionably a good 
one for any Society. A Society, to 
live and prosper, must have the 
active interest and participation of 
its membership. Members or of- 
ficers must be big enough to fight

through an election and then ac- 
cept the result in the proper spirit 
and join hands to work for the 
good of the Society for another 
year. 

The S. P. A. is now entering on 
another year and Linn’s Weekly as 
a publication and the Editor as a 
member of the society and an in- 
dividual, pledge their support for 
the Society. 

Following the report of George 
T. Bush, chairman of the finance 
committee, the Society adopted the 
budget plan for handling its fi- 
nances for the coming year. The 
report of Mr. Bush bears out bet- 
ter than any other happening at 
the convention, the charges made 
by Linn‘s Weekly prior to the elec- 
tion. Mr. Bush said in his report 
that “the books of the society were 
kept in a slipshod and unbusiness- 
like manner.”

Ohlman’s Auction on Friday eve- 
ning was a very spirited sale and 
one of the outstanding features of 
the convention, for what stamp col- 
lector does not enjoy a stamp auc- 
tion. 

Columbus, Ohio, was unanimous- 
ly selected as the 1931 convention 
city. Invitations had been sent 
from the Columbus Philatelic 


Club, the Chamber of Commerce 
and other civic bodies. The selec- 
tion of this city should assure one 
of the biggest conventions that the 
society has ever had. Columbus 
is ideally situated for a convention 
of the S. P. A. It is within a few 
hours by train or auto of a large 
number of members in Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Dayton, Warren, San- 
dusky, all of which have Branch 
Charters and of numerous other 
cities which have a good sized S. 
P. A. membership. 


Linn’s Weekly is starting now on 
a campaign for new members with 
particular effort directed on Ohio 
collectors. The convention in this 
city next year offers an unusual 
opportunity to meet with brother 
collectors and enjoy the pleasures 
of fraternizing with men whom 
you will be glad to meet and know.

PAPUA 

Since our notes of last week we 
have been fortunate enough to se- 
cure blocks of all three printings, 
and when comparing them side by 
side the differences are quite 
noticeable. The most recent print- 
ing (third printing) is by John 
Ash. There were approximately 
20,000 of these printed, and they 
are easily distinguished by the 
very white gum and paper. Both 


of the earlier printings are on 
cream paper with yellowish gum. 
No possibility of mistaking the 
Ash printing. Going to the others, 
it is almost necessary to have both 
types before you, as the differ- 
ences are in degree rather than 
design. The first printing (Harri- 
son) appeared in November of 
1929. It is on a slightly cream col- 
ored paper with yellowish gum. 
Just 3,000 of these were printed 
and they are almost unobtainable 
now. Then in January, 1930, the 
second or Cooke printing appeared. 
In this the paper is a trifle deeper 
cream shade. The gum is about 
the same. The green of the bor- 
der has a trifle less blue tinge and 
the black center is a good deal 
darker. Twenty thousand of these 
were printed, which should rate 
them with the Ash printing, but 
owing to the extreme similarity to 
the scarce first printing many 
dealers are asking rather high 
prices. As stated before, the only 
certain test is comparison.
